They 
require no maintenance or lubrication. The signals operate with 
very low current consumption and do not require extra current 
on start-up.

Application 

Hazardous location horns and sirens are suitable for many loca- 
tions including mines, granaries, flour mills, tankers, refineries, 
laboratories and other applications. They can be used where 
standard bells or horns are not satisfactory, particularly in areas 
of high noise levels. 5522D, 5523D, 5524D and 5525D signals 
are for indoor applications only and are not weatherproof. 
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Installation 


Bolts through the flange on the aluminum alloy casting are 
epoxy-sealed to prevent disassembly or tampering. Signals 
mount on any solid surface using three bolts and may be swiv- 
elled through 180 degrees horizontally or 180 degrees vertically, 
depending on the orientation of the mounting yoke. The housing 
and trumpet are finished with a metallic gray enamel. 


All wiring is made to tagged 30-inch (760mm) wire leads. Each 
unit is equipped with a sealed, threaded % inch fitting.
